Tlio Brilisli Empire Growing. 



A treaty has jnal been concluded bo* 
tween Groat Britain and HolIoDd, by 
•which the luttor cedes to the former 
the important Island of New Gnlnea, 
Next to Aaatraliti Now Guinea is the 
largest of ibo Sonthorn Pacifio iBlauds, 
being 1,200 milea long, with an area ol 
a liltlo ovor two hnndrcd thou?and 
Bqoaro miles. It is dividua from Aub- 
, tralia by two emiiH Btrails— the straits 
ot Bodeavonr and Torres. TheDuf.ch 
made an unaiicccsBfoI attempt settle the 
island iQ 1828. Other efforts wore made 
in 1845 and 184t3 by the English ; but 
beyond the coast Beltloraents the island 
is litilo Ijnown, The native inhabitants 
belong to tho ruoo of Oriental negroes 
and ate said to be chiefly retnaikubie 
lor ihoir^encAani lor tbe flesh of iiiIh- 
BiooarioB, and what is rather more en- 
couraging, for catting each other's 
throatp. The popalalion of tho Dutch 
Betllements on tho const numbers obout 
130,000, and the trade is valued at over 
six hundred thoasund dollars a year. 
Tho country is dosorihed as rich and 
mogDificont, although too near the 
equator to become a desirable i\oglo- 
Saxonhome. Lying, as It does, ou tho 
gre-t pathway of comraorco butween 
the New World and the Eust, bcaidcH 
being in oloso proximity to Australia, 
the pOEHORsion ot New Guinea will be 
of gnat advantage lo British commoroo 
and Britleb inlluenoo in tho Southern 
Fadifio, and will doubilets lead to ttio 
BCqQiBition of Now Culedcnio, now a 
French poaecBBiou. With Australia, 
Now Zealand', Now Guinea and doubl- 
leet-, nliioiately New Caledonia and the 
Feejee group. Great Brita'u will pes- 
teas material for a powerful confeder- 
ated emtiro in ibo South Pucifio. Wu 
include tho Fcejeo groap, for although 
Groat BiUaiu has already declined lo 
receive lhe^e islacds the AuBiraliansi 
have reaotved to take posaeasion of 
them and to bold them in the name of 
Groat Britain, us a part of tho empire; 
»Ld the iuiiugurution ot tho new consli- 
lution to which allusion was n)ado a 
lew days auo will duubilcHa iiuve u 
tendency to facililulu that objuo!. 
ThUH wo see Great Britain quietly ex- 
tending aud consolidating Hmt colonial
